Miss P. Glover, looked the fond affectionate Page admirably, thisis a 
beautiful picture of filial love, and the scene where Frederick places 
the roulean in the pocket of the sleeping boy, was most skillfully and 
feelingly executed.—We are much interested for Miss Glover, and 
would he glad to see her amend her faults, bat the rock she splits her 
own reputation, and our favorable opinion upon, is that superabun- 
dant degree of formal precision.—She is, however, a very clever little 
girl, and we have no doubt, will ultimately become an actress of con- 
siderable note.

Wecan- 
not sufficiently reprobate the Plan of playing the same pieces night af- 
ter night, to the constant play-goer itis a heavy tax, and we do not 
think a good speculation for the manager ; here are the same ¢wo pieces 
played every night, would it not be better policy to act them every 
other night only?

Tue new piece, entitled Who’s at Home? or, Man and Wife be- 
fore Marriage, was repeated here last night, and we were by no 
means better pleased with it upon a second representation. The parts 
given to Mr. Wrench and Miss Kelly are infinitely beneath the abilities 
of both, and the others are of the poorest description. We feel fully 
eonvinced it cannot long hold its ground notwithstanding “ the laughter 
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and applause” the play-bills state its having created. ‘That very 
amusing Operetta, ree and Easy, succeeded, and the genuine hu- 
mor and talent displayed by Messrs Wrench, Bartley, Rayner, W. 
Chapman, and Power, and Misses Goward, Carr, and Kelly, made 
it go of with great spirit.

Mr. Cooke, in a certain walk, is a very great favorite 
of ours; we have seen him impart to many characters, particularly 
pantomimic ones, a wonderful degree of interest—his voice is almost 
always discordant and grating, and his delivery ungraceful and incor- 
rect ; but in spite of two such strong defects, we bave witnessed him 
carrying his audience completely with him, by the originality and vi- 
gour of his conceptions ; to prove this we need only cite the strong 
impressions his Vampire made at this house. In the present piece, 
from his first appearance till his destruction, his actions are followed 
up in a manner the most natural and appropriate ; we will only single 
ont one particular secne, that is, where the old Baron de Lacey is 
playing wpon his harp.—Can any thing be finer than Cooke’s acting in 
this? We think it the best bit of pantomime we ever saw, and that 
it redects the highest eredit upon the artist. We are by no means in- 
clined to think the same of Mr. Baker’s Frankenstein.—We appre- 
heud a mau so immersed in study, would look and speak with a gra- 
vily and steady solemnity very different from Mr. B. whose action is 
undefined, and redundant to an excess—his arms in constant motion— 
and nothing in his countenance to indicate the extraordinary workings 
of his head and heart. Srankenstein is not only a metaphysical, but 
a very uphill part, and Mr. B.'s energies are of such a class as not to 
euable him to surmount the difficulty of the undertaking. Mr. Keeley 
is a gentleman of much ability, we feel vastly pleased with him—hie 
Fritz is capital—-he possesses one invalnable quality—he never ont- 
vages our feelings, or the propriety of the scene, by ill-timed or inju- 
dicious buffoonery—-he acts with fidelity and chasteness ; and we are 
glad to see him mnking snch rapid pregress in the favor of the public
